“There 1s, and has been, a rivalry 
between these towns that has very 
materially injured the interests of 
pot. 

“If the two were combined into a 
city, then that city would be the 
fargest clty west of Winn:peg and the 
very fact of its being so would be the 
means of drawing a greater popula- 
tion and greatly increase its impor- 
tance in the east, he cost of adminis- 
tering its atfairs would be less per dol- 
jar of assessment, ibe Edmonion 
waterworks and light plant would be 
available to us thus avoiding an im- 
mense ana almost immediate outlay by 
us In this respect. and the two places 
would very soon see a high level traf- 
fic and street railway bridge across the 
Saskatchewan, joing this town with 
the centrai part of bdmonton, as Kd- 
monton 1s growing =west along the 
river and towards Strathcona. 

“she combuaed pluces would have a 
eaty councu ccmposed of aldermén from 
poth sides, likewise with the . school 
woard. Property on both sides of the 
river would be iirmer and Strathcona 
would reap advantage from the much 
advertised Edmonton. 

“Wholesale houses would then be a

Edmonton. ‘he iwo places would 
grow together towards the river and 
it requires no great stretch of :magin- 
ation to see that mm a short tme -his 
river wili be a crowded highway for 
oats carrying merchandise, coal, w0od, 
fumber, flour, provisions and _ other 
necessities in commerce, The two 
places comiined under one government 
would by their very physical position 
and location be -a great cOmmercial 
centre in spite of railways or anything 
else. 
“The greatest Obstacle in the way 
might be that of taxation, but that is 
a mere matter of proper adjustment, 
It would not be a case of “surrender’ 
on the part of either town, but a 
ariendly and dignified joining of hands 
Wetween the older and the younger 
sister for the purpose of keeping house 
On a more ecOnamical and a very Mucu 
more satisfactory basis, The interests 
of the two towns are identical and in 
union there 1s strength.’
